Field Marshal French’s Successor 
_ Enters on His Work With 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—Gen. Sir Douglas 
Haig, almost the youngest Genera! in 
the British army, who has seen more 
hard fighting than any of them, today 
took supreme command of the British 
armies in France and Belgium, in place 
of Field Bir John French. Gen. 
Haig enters upon his work with a high 
reputation. 

The official announcement says Gen. 
French retired voluntarily, but in some 
circles it is rumored the withdrawa' 
Was at the instance of Gen. Joffre, who 
recently assumed supreme command of 
all the French armies. 

There have been rumors at various 
times of a feud between Field Marsha! 
French and Pari Kitchener, Secretary 
for War, and Gen, French has been crit- 
icised because of the presence of so- 
ciety. women and of George Moore, his 
American friend, at headquarters in 
France.

TO TEST INITIATIVE 
CLAUSE IN CHARTER 


Lawyer to Ask for Injunction 
Against Special Election on 
Negro Segregation. 


OLD OPINION IS CITED 


Overthrow of Provision Wauld 
Affect $2,750,000 Bond Is- 
sue for Free Bridge. 


An effort to prove that the initiative 
and referendum provisions, in the new 
city charter, are unconstitutional 
void, will be made by attorneys en- 
gaged in fighting the proposed negro 
segregation ordinance, which has been 
set for a vote, under fhe initiative, Feb. 
29 next. 

Hudson G. Phillips. a negro lawyer, 
whose office is at 2331 Market street, 
said today that he would file an injunc- 
tion suit, to restrain the Election Board 


from calling the proposed special elec- 
tion. He will base his petition on an 
opinion prepared more than five years 
ago by Charles W. Bates, former City 
Counselor, to the effect that the State 
Constitution does not empower the city 
to legislate in any manner except 
through its regularly constituted legis- 
lative body. The Bates opinion was ap- 
proved, at that time, by Ben Schnur- 
macher and by Judson & Green. 

If the initiative provision of the new 
charter were to be overthrown, a ques- 
tion might arise as to the validity of 
the $2,760,000 bond issue, which was ap- 
proved Feb. 28 last by a more than two- 
thirds vote at a special election called 
under the initiative. 

Free Bridge Bonds Approved. 

On the other hand, the New York le- 
gal firm-of Dillon, Thompson & Clay, 
bond experts, has approved the St. Louis 
tree bridge bonds as valid, and lawyers 
here do not believe this would have been 
done without the most thorough exam- 
ination into the legality of all the pre- 
liminary steps. This is regarded as 4 
point in favor of the validity of the 
initiative, as a part of the city machin- 
ery of government. 

The Bates opinion, holding that the 
city has no right to adopt the initiative 
as a part of its machinery of lawmak- 
ing, was prepared for the Board of 
Freeholders which was at work in the 
latter part of 1910, preparing a proposed 
new charter. This proposed charter was 
defeated at the polls in 1911. Another 
Board of Freeholders was elected in 
1913, and it prepared the charter whic4 
was adopted in 1914 and under which 
the city is now governed. aBtes was 
counselor for the earlier Board of Free- 
holders. 

Also Applies to Referendum. 

He quoted the provision that the 
city shall have at least one house 
of legislation, and says this means 
that the charter could vest no legisla- 
tive power anywhere else. The initia- 
tive, he says, is the right of a por- 
tion of the people to prepare a pro- 
posed ordinance, which the voters 
shall adopt or reject. “The charter 
cannot lawfully provide for the in- 
itiative,” he wrdte, “for this would be 
vesting otherwise than in the legis- 
lative body provided by the Constitu- 
tion, the legislative power of the 
city.” The same, he added, applied 
to the referendum, which calls for the 
suspension of a legislative act. 

City Counsellor Daves, when seen by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today, 
quoted the opinion of the late Judge 
John Dillon of the New York firm of 
lawyers and bond experts on this 
point, which is directly contrary to 
the Bates opinion. Daues said that, 
if the negro lawyer should file his in- 
junction suit, Dillon’s arguments 
would be used in upholding the valid- 
ity of the initiative. 

Dillon wrote, in approving the valid- 
ity of the ordinance under which the 
free bridge bonds were issued: 

“IT am of the opinion that under the 
State Constitution as amended in 1908, 
giving citizens of the State of Missouri 
the right to initiate State Iisgisiation, 
this provision in the city charter is not 
inconsistent with the State Constitution,

TELLS OF LOSING 
$300 ON RAGES 


E. F. McMullen Says He Was 
Lured Into Game—Denies He 
Took American Can Co. Cash. 


“WON” $140 WITHOUT BET 


Declares Wagers Made With 
John Grace, 101 North Eighth, 
Went to “Kid” Becker. 


Edward F. McMullen, 30 years old, of 
6238 Maple avenue, University City, who 
was discharged Monday as cashier ot 
the Missouri Can Co., for an alleged 
shortage of $1500 in his accounts, last 
night told a Post-Dispatch reporter how 
handbooks are operated in St. Louis de- 


spite the police McMullen said he had 
lost $300 in the last 18 months gambling 
in hand books. 

McMullen denied the shortage, saying 
he had used his own money only. He 
is married and made a salary of $12 a 
month. F. M. Payne, superintendent of 
the can company, and officials of Dela- 
field & Snow, who bonded him, told a 
reporter that McMullen admitted his 
shortage when told his books were 
found to be wrong, in a secret audit 
made last week. They said he would 
not be prosecuted if he made restitu- 
tion. 

MeMultllen Tells Hig Story. 

This is the story McMullen told: 

“I’ve been playing the ponies oniy 
about a year and a half. But they've 
cleaned me out in that time. Some time 
last year I dropped into a cigar store 
at 101 North Eighth street, where a 
hand book had been operated behind the 
partition. The cigar salesman is the 
‘lookout’ for John Grace, the agent for 
‘Kid’ Becker, who runs most of the 
hand books in St. Louis. 

“I bet pretty heavy one day—over 
$100, I guess. Grace said to me: Who's 
caring for you?’ meaning who was giv- 
ing me my tips. I didn’t say much. Sev- 
eral weeks later I went in again and 
bet pretty heavily. Again he said; 
Who's caring for you? I'd like to look 
out for you myself, Mr. McMullen.’ He 
talked real nice, and finally made an ap- 
pointment for me to take dinner with 
him at Belcher's Hotel. 

“He bought a fine dinner for me and 
was awfully pleasant. He said that 
with his knowledge of horses and my 
money we both could become rich—mil- 
lionaires was the term he used, I be- 
lieve. I thought he was telling me 
the truth. I had been gambling in sev- 
eral other places, so I decided that I 
would stick to him and ‘get rich quick,’ 
Says Bets Were Phoned to Becker. 
“My credit was good with him, and 
i, I didn’t have time to go down and 
make the bets, he would take my order 
aver the telephone, just as a broker 
does with a big speculator. The bets 
were recorded on little slips of paper 
which Grace kept. Five minutes before 
the time that the horses went to the 
post where the races were held Grace 
would phone to Becker in Venice—lIll:- 
ois 561 is the number—and give him the 

bets. 

„& few minutes later Grace would cal: 
tecker again and get the result of thy 
1. ces. If I took the odds whic. Becker 
a ve, the winnings were paid off imme 
diatel If I chose the odds printed in 
tire Chicago Raciug Form—a daily raving 
p: per which usually quoted better odds 
—1 would have to wait until the next 
day to he paid. 

“My arrangement was that Grace 
would tip me off to a ‘good thing’ at 
some track, and I would bet on it. If 
the norse won I tave Grace halt of my 
v 'nnings—if it lost, then 1 lost alone. 
Tlere are a lot of St. Louisans gam 
ing that way. 

“There was never any danger from 
» lice interference. They changed gam- 
bling squads last summer and I under- 
stand the detectives notified the hand- 
took men that they would be arrested 
if gambling went on. They raided Grace 
three times, but got nothing on him 
After each raid he opened the next day 
as usual. The detectives didn’t go about 
it right. They would come in there be. 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock, and not seeing 
any gambling going on, would go out 
hen between 3 and 4 the ‘gang’ would 
drop in and bet all they wanted to, witn 
the detectives far away. 

Cigars All in One Showcase. 

“Of course, the lookout would admit to 
the rear room only men whom he knew. 
Grece sat behind the petition, taking 
in the money. The stranger had to de 
content with buying cigars from the 
limited supply in the one showcase.

AGAINST HUSBAND 
IN LONDON COURT 


Amegcan Banker Fails to Set 
Aside Service of Writ Under 
Separation Deed. 


TERMS OF AGREEMENT 


He Quit Paying Wife $50,000 
Annually After Filing Divorce 
Suit in Paris. 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—A judgment in fa- 
vor of Margarita Armstrong Drexel, 
wife of the American banker, Anthony 
J. Drexel, was given today in her suit 
to recover money under a separation 
deed. The point involved was Drexel’s 
motion to set aside the service of a 
notice of a writ by the wife to recover 
money due under the deed, on the 
ground that his domicile was France, 
and that therefore he was outside the 
jurisdiction of the English courts. 

The agreement under the deed of 
separation it was brought out yester- 
day, was to the effect that as circum- 
stances had arisen which, according :° 
the wife’s statement, made is absolutely 
necessary they should live apart, and 
the husband agreeing, and the wife 
abandoning her intentions to institute 
divorce proceedings for any reasons 
then existing, it was agreed that they 


and not interfere with or annoy one 
another, or bring any action against 
each other. 
Her Allowance $50,000 Annually. 
The husband was to allow the wife 
$50,000 yearly, payable ir monthly in- 
stallments, beginning in February, +913. 
She was also to be entitled to receive 
the income from a policy in a New York 
company, and the husrand was to as- 
sign to a trustee five policies on nis 
life, totaling $300,000, which should go 
to the wife in case of the husband's 
death. a 3 
Attorney Lawrence, counsel] for Drex- 
el, said that the wife estimated Drexel's 
income at from $250,000 to 550,000, but 
that Drexel did not accept this figure. 
Keferring to an interview between tne 
husband and wife in Paris, in 1910, of 
which there had been conflicting ver- 
sions, Attorney Lawrence said that, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Drexel’s account, it 
Was arranged that she continued to live 
in the Grosvenor Square house and the 
“Husband should give here notice of 


away to have friends present to avoid 
repetition of scenes of which she was 
afraid,” 

Continuing, the attorney said tha 
early in the present year Drexel de- 
“ided to divorce his wife and wert to 
the United States to see his trother and 
his sister regarding it. He also told 
his son-in-law, Viscount Maidstone. 

Accordirg to the latter, the attorney 
stated, Drexel said he was sick of the 
fgreement and would force his wife i 
divorce him by stopping her allowance, 
but according to Drexel's version he 
told Viscount Maidstone he had definict.- 
ty made up his mind to take divorce pro- 
ceedings. 

When he returned to Europe in 1897 
with his family, Drexel rented a fur- 
nished house in England, until the pres- 
ent year, but made Paris his head- 
quarters in 1906, renting an apartment 
there. Last May, Drexel gave up his 
London house and applied for French 
citizenship, and at the end of July filed 
a suit for divorce in Paris. 

“This is only part of a well arranged 
plot to escape English juridiction,’’; de- 
clared Sir Edward Carson, who repre- 
sented Mrs. Drexel. 

According to an affidavit made iy 
Drexel, he stopped his wife's allow- 
ance when the divorce proceedings were 
undertaken, because he was told that 
was the proper course under French 
law. 

Mrs. Drexel, in an affidavit, deposed 
that her husband had repeatedly told 
her that he had found it “impossible to 
live in America” and that England was 
“the only fit place to live in.“ 

Unhuppiness Began in 1900. 

Mrs. Drexel further deposed in her 
affidavit that after 1909 her married 
life was very unhappy, that her husband 
assaulted her on more than ons occa- 
sion and treated her with creat indig- 
nity.” 

In 1910, although she determined that 
she would not live with her husband 
longer, he begged her not to divorce 
him and eventually, says her affidavit, 
she was persuaded to drop the divorce 
proceedirigs begun in America. Later 
she received a message from her hus- 
band, through her son, inviting her to 
go to Paris and get a divorce. Mrs. 
Drexel refused to be party to a ficti- 
tious divorce” in Paris. 

4|ifidavits by Lady Maidstone, a 
daughter, and by the sons of the couple, 
which were put in, were intended to 
show that Drexel regarded England as 
his home. 

Another affidavit from Drexel denied 
that he had ever assaulted his wife, and 
a final affidavit from Mrs. Drexel de- 
clared that her husband “had not dared 
to charge her in the Paris courts with 
misconduct.”

AUSTRIA'S NOTE 


ATTACK ON EGYPT 
BY TURKO-CERMAN 
FORCES. IMPENDS 


Double-Track Railway Pushed 
With Speed to Within 50 
Miles of Frontier. 


ROME, Dec. 16—The Turko-German 
threat against Egypt is becoming more 
grave daily, in the belief of military 
men here. 

The construction of a railway line 
from Damascus to the Egyptian fron- 
tier has been pushed with extraordinary 
speed, it ig stated, and it is expected 
that it will be finished by Feb. 1, there 
being only 80 miles more of track to 
lay before the Sinai Pensinsula is 
reached. This railway, which has double 
tracks, will permit the concentration 
on the Egyptian frontier of 500,000 men 
in one month, together with the neces- 


sary supplies and ammunition. 
About 300,000 Ottoman com- 


manded and drilled by German officers 
already have been concentrated between 
Alessandretta, Aleppo and Home, in 
Syria, it is stated. Army engineers are 
laying miles of tubes for carrying drink- 
ing water across the desert, and also 
are providing material for the con- 
struction of bridges with which te 
cross the Suez Canal.

Senator Works Outlines Plan to 
Put Enlisted Men on Govern- 
ment Tracts With Families. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 16. — Senator 
Works of California told the Senate 
today that a standing army of 1,000,040 
men would be necessary to defend the 
United States against possible invasions 
and declared that the Pacific Coast 
was completely at the mercy of Asiatic 
attack. 

Senator Works spoke on the subject 
of national defense, but particularly to 
propose as a part of the scheme of pro- 
paredness the creation of a mobile land 
force and military reserve of 200,000 
men, at a cost of $00,000,000 a year for 
10 years. 

The men he proposed to enlist in a 
civil and military reserve would de 
settled, according to his Dill, with their 
families on comfortable five-acre tracts 
provided by the Government, and lw 
months of productive work at re-fores- 
tation, irrigation and flood prevention 
would be supplementary with two 
months of military training each year. 
The men would be soldier-settlers, un- 
der control of the Secretary of the In- 
terior in times of peace and subject to 
orders of the department in time of 
war. 

Pointing to American occupation of 
Vera Cruz as an instance of what he 
termed a constant possibility, Senater 
Works said if Mexico had not been 
weak from internal conflict we would 
Have been at war then, for our foreci- 
ble entry upon her territory was itself 
an act of war. 

There are enough Japanese in Cali- 
fornia,’’ be said, to man and destroy 
every line of -communication from the 
East and isolate California. The 
planned addition of 100,000 men to our 
present army would not avail a day 
to defend California against Japanese 
invasion. If we are to be consistent we 
either put the army on & war 
footing of at least 1,000,000 men or turn 
to the more efficient means of defense.“ 

Outlining the scope of his bill, Sena- 
tor Works declared a Million famies 
could be recruited from the tenement 
districts of the great cities alone and 
settled on homestead tracts in the 
West. He would enlist men for terms 
of five vears and authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to set aside public 
lands or to purchase lands, and to con- 
struct water rights near by to supply 
them. The garden farms would be 80 
located that no community would con- 
sist of less than an entire regiment of 
men in adjacent homes.

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Head of Foreign Affairs Points 
to Measure to Stop Smug- 
gling Into Germany.

THE HAGUE, Dec. 16.—Jonkheer Dr. 
J. Louden, Dutch Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, received me today and con- 
firmed the following synopsis of Hol- 
land’s attitude toward the war: 

“Holland has not deviated in the 
slightest degree from the neutral stand 
which she assumed at the outbreak of 
the war, nor will she abandon this 
policy unless her neutrality is violated 
Whenever, by any action on the part 
of the belligerents, her rights as a neu- 
tral are infringed she protests unhesi- 
tatingly. 

“Adequately to maintain her neutral- 
ity, Holland mobilized both her army 
and her navy during the early days of 
the war, and these forces are still mo- 
bilized, to that end. Any inference made 
that, because goods were smuggled into 
Germany, notwithstanding the export 
prohibitions, her policy has heretofore 
favored one of the belligerents, is en- 
tirely erroneous. 

“It no more indicates the Dutch for- 
eign policy than does mischivous work 
in any country by certain elements that 
represent the foreign policy of that na- 
tion. Because of the increasing growth 
of this smuggling across the Dutch bor- 
cer into Germany, a bill has been in- 
troduced into Parliament, which, it is 
believed, will bring it to an end. 

“The principal feature of this measure 
is to create along the Dutch border a 
rohibited area, five kilometera (3 1-3 
miles) wide. No goods can be stored 
therein. It will be under the rigid con- 
trol of the military. 

The prosecution of an editor who had 
shown decided sympathies for certain 
of the belligerent Powers as against the 
others must not be construed as indi- 
cating a policy by the Government as 
favoring either side. This action wae 
made necessary by the violation ot 
Dutch jaw, the editor having, through 
his violent articles, conveyed the sus 
picion abroad that the Government's at- 
titude was no longer neutral, since it 
obviously favored clandestine exports 
to Germany.

Hie first commission was in the Sev- 
enth Hussars and. as has been the case 
with most British officers of higher 
rank, he saw service in the Soudan, In- 
dia and African wars. He was chief 
staff officer to Sir John French during 
the Colesburg operations, when the Brit- 
ish cavairy had a difficult task in try- 
ing to round up the mobile Boer com- 
manders. Leter he was given command 
of a group of columns and, after the 
South African wer, was made Inspec- 
tor-General of Cavalry in India, one of 
the most coveted commands for cavalry 
efficers in the British service. 

After a few years of staff duty in 
England he became chief of staff in 
india, and at the outbreak of the war 
was general officer commanding at Al- 
dershot. From there he took the first 
army to France. 

Haig Highly Praived by French. 

Gen. Haig began his military career 
with th- wth Hussars in 189 and 
N « the Sudan and South Africar 
campaigns, in both of which he woa 
distinguished honors and promotions. 

Several times during the war Gen. 
Haig has come in for high praise in the 
dispatches of the General he is now suc- 
ceeding. At the battle of the Alsne his 
conduct was deseribed by Field Mar- 
shal Sir John French as “bold, skillful 
and decisive.” 

In November of last year Sir Dougtas, 
then a Lieutenant-General. Was promot- 
ed to the rank of General for distin- 
guished service in the field.

Women’s Complaints Show the 
Amazing Financial Ambitions 
of Broker Who Is Gone. 


Investigation by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters into the amazing financial 
dealings of Henri Chouteau, a 26-year- 
old broker, who started on a borrowed 
“shoestring,” and in five years trans- 
formed himself from a $50-a-month 
broker's messenger into the president 
of two public utilities companies capi- 
talized for $800,000, has revealed these 
things: 

He was promoting several oth- 
er public utility companies when 
his property was attached last 
week, after he left the city. os- 
tensibly to go with his mother on 
a trip South. 

He installed college boys as 
dummy presidents and dummy 
secretaries of companies he pro- 
moted, although they did not have 
a dollar to invest, and promised 
them salaries of $10 a week. 

lie surrounded himself with 
young men as business associates. 
Two of these young men, Richard 
Eugene Hinrichs and Guyon Mose- 
ley Jr., became associated with 
him as brokers. Hinrichs, while 
with the Chouteau firm, was mar- 
ried last June to Marjorie Peper 
Bell, 18-year-old daughter f Col. 
Nicholas M. Bell of 4442 West Pine 
boulevard, who, when she hecomes 
25 years old, will inherit about a 
million dollars bequeathed to her 
by her mother. 

Met Widows Through Children. 

He became acquainted with the 
daughter and the son of two wealthy 
widows, and afterwards sold the 
widows many thusands of dollars 
worth of securities, on which they 
are now suing to recover their 
money. The widows are Mrs. Cath- 
erine Bagnell of Jennings, a sister- 
in-law of William Bagnell of 12 
Westmoreland place, and Mrs. Mar- 
“aret Milford of. 5867 Nina place, 
whose husband was a downtown ca- 
terer. Chouteau knew Miss Jane 
Bagnell, 23 years old, and had ac.ed 
as her agent in several deals. He 
also professed great friendship ior 
Mrs. Milford’s son, William C. Mil- 
ford. 

A number of St. Louisans invested 
large sums in sectrities of com- 
panies which he promoted, and which 
they now believe to be virtually 
worthless. 


Post-Dispatch correspondents in New 
Orleans and Birmingham, Ajg., have 
made repeated efforts, since last Satur- 
day, 
places, to get a statement from him as 
to his financial affairs here. When he 
left town, Dec. 6, he told friends he 
was accompanying his mother, Mrs. 
Cora Baker Chouteau, who had been 
visiting here, on a trip to those cities. 
He has written postal cards to several 
friends. 


The two St. Louis University students 
whom Chouteau selected as dummy of- 
ficers of hjs corporations, were John J. 
Gindra, 20 years old, of 1861 South Thir- 
teenth street, and Henry M. Bowen, who 
formerly lived at 5201 Cates avenue, but 
who recently has moved to New York. 

Although these students were prom- 
ised $10 a week for lending their 
names to Chouteau's projects, it was 
learned that frequently they were 
unpali. There were a number of oth- 
ers associated with Chouteau, among 
them Schlville P. Pidding of 6943 
Bartmer avenue, and Chouteau, with 
his young associates, moved in the 
younger society’ set. 


Chouteau for six years conducted 
a seemingly prosperous business in 
an expensive suite of offices on the 
fourth floor of the Security Building. 
He began hig brokerage career with 
$2700, which he borrowed from 
Alonzo C. Chureh of 4 Hortense 
place, a lawyer, and with which he 
bought a seat on the St. Louis Stock 
Exchange. He sold his seat on the 
Stock Exchange following his sus- 
pension over his dealings with Mrs. 
Milford. Practically all the $2700 has 
been paid back.

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IBREEK FORCES 


WITHDRAWING 
FROM SALONIKI 


Strip From Seaport to Doiran to 
Be Evacuated—Clears Situ- 
ation for Allies. 


By Richard Harding Davis. 
SALONIKE, Dec. J. Kela ed Two 
months of debate and uncertainty were 
concluded at 4 o'clock this morning 
when the Greek army began the evacua- 
tion of that strip of Greek territory 
stretching from Doiran to Saloniki. 
This ends a situation of the greatest 
embarressment to the British and 
French armies here. It is a sign that 
they have just begun to fight, instead 
of intending to leave Saloniki, as stated 
in German communications. It is the 
clearing of the prize ring. 

The Allies now control the customs. 

The enemies’ consuls are expected o 
leave at once, the spy nuisance will 
end, and except for one batallion of 
Greeks remaining as a sign of Greck 
sovereignty, the entire Greek army 
will withdraw 80 miles west. 
Since sunrise an unbroken column of 
Greek regiments has been departing 
with artillery, cavalry, pontoons, am- 
bulances and thousands of ponies and 
donkeys, carrying fodder, supplies and 
tents. The sidewalks are invaded by 
long lines of infantry. The water front. 
along which the column is passing. is 
blocked with spectators of all nationali- 
ties. Sailors of the allied warships, to 
whom shore leave has been granted, ere 
giving the city an air of holiday. The 
best of order prevails.

BREATHING TAUGHT 
10 A th WITh 
TUBE IN TTS NEGK 


Pastor’s Son, 16 Months Old, 
Has Received Air in Lungs 
Artificially for Year. 


Charles Gordon Holton, 16 months old, 
son of the Rev. Horace F. Holton vf 
5795 Berlin avenue, pastor of the First 
| Congregational Church, is being taugh* 
how to breathe. Since it was 3 months 
old the child has never taken a normal 
breath. Air has been supplied to its 
lungs through a silver tube inserted 
through its neck and connected with the 
windpipe. The outer end of this tube is 
open and the air entering it is the only 
supply furnished to the lungs. 

The insertion of the tube became nec- 
essary after it had been discovered that 
the child had swallowed a bone collar 
button, causing a swelling and irrita- 
tion of the throat which at first was 
supposed to be due to tonsilitis. The 
collar button was not discovered and re- 
moved from the child’s throat until last 
May, six months after it was swal- 
lowed. 

In December, 1914, the child showed 
symptoms of tonsilitis and difficulty in 
breathing became so serious that four 
specialists were called in consultation. 

, Doctors Pussled by Case. 

The tonsilitis apparently was cured, 
but there remained a soreness and 
swelling which puzzled the doctors. To 
enable the child to breathe artificially 
the silver tube was inserted. 

Last May Mrs. Holton took the child 
to the home of her brother, Dr. Gordon 
Berry, a throat specialist, at Worces- 
ter, Mass. Dr. Berry made an X-ray 
photograph which showed the presence 
of a collar button in the child’s throat. 
By a comparatively. simple operation he 
removed the button. 

When the obstruction had been re- 
moved, the delicate question as to the 
advisability of removing the silver tube 
presented itself. In one so young the 
operation of breathing is largely in- 
stinctive, but, despite this, Dr. Berry 
feared complications if he should re- 
move the tube and suddenly force the 
child into a mode of breathing which 
he believed it had forgotten in the year 
the tube was in place. One fear was 
that the sudden withdrawal of the tube 
as a source of air would frighten the 
child and cause a throat constriction 
which would result in its strangling to 
death before its normal breathing appa- 
ratus could be brought into play. 

Taught Motions of Breathing. 

So now little Charles is taking breath- 
ing lessons under the direction of Dr. 
Berry. While the air connection be- 
tween his mouth and nostrils and his 
lungs is cut off, he is being trained to 
go through the motions of drawing in 
and exhaling his breath. 

The boy will remain in Worcester un- 
til Jan. 15. Dr. Berry believes the 
breathing instructions will then have 
progressed so far that the tube may be 
removed. It will be impossible to teach 
the child to talk until this is done, as 
the air from his lungs has no outlet to 
his vocal organs.

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ST. LOUIS’ HOUSING PROBLEM.. 

Social surveys of St. Louis by the great foun- 
dations we owe to men of large wealth, by 
our own and other ameltiorative organizations and 
by individuals with the self-assumed status of 
“experts” have left no fact unknown to us re- 
lating to St. Louis housing conditions and com- 
parisons based on those conditions. 

They are conditions found in other towns of 
considerable ages Old buildings and long-settled 
districts have been given over to the alien or col- 
ored populations when abandoned by the well-to- 
do and remain in that unsatisfactory but familiar 
transition period between the standards of old 
St. Louis and the more d requirements of 
the St. Louis that is yet to be. A late re-inspec- 
tion by an officer of a national body devoted to 
the housing problem has as its most interesting 
result an admission that conditions in this city 
show a marked improvement in recent years. 

It is a subject to which much legislative 
thought has been devoted. Many potential centers 
of disease, prejudicial to the health not only of 
occupants, but of the whole city, still remain, as 
all St. Louisans are aware. Impartial enforcement 
of existing legislation will bring still further ad- 
yance. New legislation should be added from 
time to time, when it can be done without impos- 
ing too much hardship. 

Presumably we shall always have this prob- 
lem, but improvements should at least keep pace 
with that increase in standards observed from 
year to year. When science sets the new stan- 
dards of 1920, we shou'd not find that compliance 
even with the standards of 1900 is still lacking in 
large areas of the so-called submerged districts.

WAR OOST IN TERMS or CROPS. 

The total value of the crops of the United States 
in the greatest year American agriculture has 
ever known is placed at $9,873,000,000. That is 
only a little more than the average cost of 16 
months of war to each of the five larger nations 
engaged in it—England, France, Germany, Aus- 
tria and Russia. The expenses of Italy, Japan 
and the smaller countries bring the total war 
cost to more than $50,000,000,000 to date.

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AUSTRIA’S DILATORY NOTE. 

Nothing can be seen in the Austrian note on 
the Ancona but an effort for further delay. 

If the Vienna Government had any facts and 
circumstances in mitigation of its crime in the 
Mediterranean, it should have submitted them 
in the note. No specification of the sort being 
included in the text, we must conclude, assum- 
ing the note has not been mutilated in transit, that 
Austria has none. 

The United States is weary of delay. We want 
no such tedious interchange of viewpoints and 
hairsplitting as attended our efforts to safeguard 
American lives at sea before we arrived at the 
understanding with Germany.

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MISSOURI’S RUBAL SCHOOLS. 

In his annual report, Secretary of the Interior 
Lane makes an eloquent appeal for better con- 
ditions in the rural schools, in which the greater 
number of America’s 22,000,000 school children 
receive the rudiments of their education. He re- 
iterates the truth that rural school conditions 
are so unattractive, that, with the small pay, only 
those are drawn to them as teachers who use the 
position as a makeshift or who, out of a spirit of 
self-sacrifice and love for the work, serve in the 
highest way the public good. 

Missouri is notably backward in the duty of 
making its rural schools modern, sanitary and ef- 
ficient. As a consequence, the standard of health 
of country school children is below that of city 
school children. The reason is not hard to find. 

A large number of country schools in Missou- 
ri have no water supply and many have not even 
the necessary outhouses. Without drinking wa- 
ter, or with impure water, lacking lavatories or 
toilets, or with toilets that are in the highest de- 
gree unsanitary, it is a wonder that they are not 
nests of disease. It is no marvel that educated, 
sensitive teachers find them unattractive. 

The United States Bureau of Education has 

published a comprehensive bulletin on “Rural 
Schoolhouses and Grounds,” which is distributed 
free. It contains nearly 200 pages, giving the 
results of a thorough investigation of conditions 
in several of the states, and following this with 
the fullest information as to the needs of the 
country schoolhouse, with plans and specifications 
and numerous photographs of model buildings and 
tnteriors. With this before it, no district board 
can have any excuse, except parsimony and lack | 
of public spirit, for leaving a schoolhouse in an 
unsanitary, unattractive condition. 
State Superintendent Gass should see to it that 
every Missouri rural teacher and every rural 
board has a copy of this pamphlet, and co-operate 
with them in bringing all the State’s rural schools 
up to the standard indicated.

DELA BARRA TELLS: 
HIS STORY OF THE 
DEATH OF MADERO 


Former Provisional President of 
Mexico Denies Cabinet Plotted 
Assassination. , 


Corresvendence of the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 4.—Francisco de la Barra, 
former provisional President of Mexico 
and Minister of Foreign Affairs at the 
time of the death of President Madero 
and Vice President Pino Suarez, today 
told the circumstances attending the as- 
sassinationg—the first statement he had 
made on this or any other Mexican 
subject during the long period of turbu- 
fence and disorder in that country. 

Senor de la Barra came here as Mex- 
ican Ambassador after retiring from the 
provisional presidency and later in the 
shift of administration in Mexico he 
gave up his diplomatic position and de- 
voted his attention to private affairs. 

“Personally, I would have preferred 
to continue silent,” said Senor de la 
Barra today, “and to have been allowed 
to pass the calumnious attacks which 
have appeared in some books and pa- 
pers, believing that they have fallen by 
their own weight. On the other hand, 
not wishing a legend put in circulation 
for obvious political reasons to take 
form as a reality, and also because 1 
do not wish my silence to be misinter- 
preted, I consider that it is my duty to 
make this declaration: 


I declare in the most solemn and pre- 
cise manner that the death of Mr. Ma- 
dero and Pino Suarez was not brought 
about as the result of a council of the 
Cabinet and that the first information 
I had of this tragic occurrence without 
any antecedent circumstance permitting 
me to see such an event, was given to 
me by Gen. Huerta at midnight on Sat- 
urday, Feb. 22, 1913. 

Question Abeut Detention, 

“On Friday, Feb. A, at noon, at a 
Cabinet Council, I interrogated the Min- 
ister of Justice and the Minister of 
War, asking if they had any official 
knowledge of the detention of Mr. Ma- 
dero and Pino Suarez. The replies were 
negative, and I thereupon urged the 
strict necessity of conforming with the 
most scrupulous regard to the require- 
ments of the law. I added that in 
case the examination of the documents 
to be submitted to the Secretary of Jus- 
tice led that official to the conclusion 
there was legal justification for a de- 
tention, then these papers should be sent 
to the competnt authoriles for action. 
Some of the Cabinet Ministers spoke in 
similar terms, and it was finally unan- 
imously agreed that the Minister of 
Justice, after receiving the documents, 
should proceed in accordance with the 
law. 

“Following this, Gen. Huerta told us 
that, owing to the lack of security in 
the apartments at the national palace 
occupied by Mr. Madero and Pino Sua- 
rez, he was going to give orders for 
their removal from the palace to the 
penitentiary, where there would be ad- 
ditional security. After a renewed rati- 
fication of the decision of the Cabinet in 
regard to acting strictly within the law, 
we finished this meeting at 1 o'clock on 
Friday afternoon. I have in my hands 
several letters from the other Cabinet 
Ministers, giving confirmation to the 


oregoing statements.

J did not return to the national pal- 
ace until midnight Saturday, Feb. 22, 
when I was called there by telephone 
from a member of Gen. Huerta’s staff, 
who said he desired to inform me and 
the other Mimisters that a very grave 
event had occurred. Gen. Huerta then 
told me that Mr. Madero and Pino Sua- 
res had been killed in a fight while they 
were being removed to the penitentiary.

IGNORANT OF PEACE PACT 


Agreed Beforehand to Abide by 
Any Action Taken in the In- 
terest of the League.

That all persons involved in the peace 
negotiations now being carried on by 
powers of organized baseball and the 
Federal League are pledged to secrecy 
is the impression gained after talking to 
Phil Ball, major stockholder of the local 
arm of the outlaws.

“I can't answer that. I’m not in a 
position to talk, because for the past 
four days | have been 20 miles from a 
telegraph station or postoffice. I have 
no idea what has been accomplished in 
New York. ' 


Will Insist on Jones. 


“However, if I remain in baseball I'll 
have Fielder Jones as my manager. I’m 
sure of that. It's a case of my retire- 
ment or Jones’ entrance into organized 
baseball. I like him as a teammate.” 

While Ball professes to know nothing 

of what position he will occupy in base- 
ball after the war, reports emanating 
from authoritative sources in New York 
and Chicago say that he will be in 
control of the Cardinats. The pet theory 
is that he will buy the franchise and 
players and move them to Grand and 
Laclede avenues, leaving the historical 
3 Field to be spliced into home 
ots. 
Should this be the correct surmise, 
local fans will have fun speculating on 
what action Fielder Jones will take 
when the proper time comes to mold 
one team from two. What players will 
he pick? 


Many Men to Be Fired. 


There are 22 playera under contract to 
the. Terriers. The Cardinals are bur- 
dened with some 2 at present. Jones 
will carry no more than 22, if he suc- 
ceeds to the managerial throne of the 
new club. 

He probably will know just who to 
fire from his own team. It’s a safe 
guess just now that he will attach the 
tin to Willett, Groom, Watson, Her- 
bert, Borton, Bridwell, Kores, Walsh. 
Drake and Kirby. That would leave 
him only 10 men, to-wit: Chapman, 
Hartley, Davenport, Piank; Crandall, 
Johnson, Deal, Vaughn, Tobin, Marsans 
and Ward Miller. 

Those at least would make the train- 
ing trip, where a struggle of the sur- 
vival of the fittest wou be intense. In 
time it would be our hunch that Jones 
would send this team to the firing line:

JOHNSON DECLARES 


American League Boss, on Way 
East, Takes Hopeful View 
of Meeting. 

L. CLUBS INVOLVED 
Federals Not Opposed as Pros- 
pective Purchasers of Junior 
League Teams.

with the Peace Committee of the Amer- 
ican League for the New York meeting 


which may bring peace to the warring 
baseball clubs, had a hopeful view of the 
situation as he boarded the train. 

“The peace plan under consideration 
is practical,” he said, and it differs 
considerably from plans which have been 
discussed in public. I cannot discuss 
the specific terms.“ 


Peace Is Certain. 


Later Mr. Johnson enlarged on this 
a bit. “There will be no hitch in the 


eace plans from the American 

eague end,” he said. “No club own- 
er of the League will object to Fed- 
eral League backers buying into our 
organization, if they can make terms 
with individual club owners. It seems 
certain that Charles Weeghman will 
get the Chicago Nationals and will 
have as partner a wealthy Chicago 
business man not previously connect- 
ed with baseball. I understand that 
Charles P. Taft has set a price for 
the club which is satisfactory.“ 

It was also learned that there 
probably will be no legal objection 
to withdrawal of the Federal League's 
injunction suit which has been be- 
fore teas Landis in the United 
States Jistrict Court for many 
months. Such action has been men- 
tioned as a necessary step in the 
peace negotiation. 

Besides Mr. Johnson the party included

Players to Raise Objections. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—New angles to 
the baseball peace situation developed 


rapidly today, and the efforts of or- 
ganized and independent interests to get 
together on a harmonious business ba- 
sis may result in far-reaching readjust- 
ments of the entire professional base- 
ball structure. Many of the players, 
who see in the proposed peace Free- 
ment the passing of big salaries and 
long-term contracts, are demanding that 
their status be considered in any ar- 
rangement made between the various 
leagues.
